MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL 



Order of the Day. — The hour having arrived for the election of delegates 
to the General Conference, the Bishop suggested separation of lay and clerical 
members, and announced that the Conference was entitled to nine clerical 
and nine lay delegates. On motion the Conference declared that any ballot 
containing a fewer number of names than the number being voted for was 
an illegal ballot.

Armistice Day. — The following Armistice Day program was carried out: 
Hymn 702, “My Country 'Tis of Thee,” was sung heartily. The Conference 
remained standing in silent prayer for one minute closing with the Lord’s 
prayer, led by Bishop Cannon. 

Bishop Cannon then addressed the Conference in most fitting words. 
Dr. George Stuart spoke most inspiringly. S. R. Lester led the Conference 
in prayer. Hymn No. 577, “Oh God, Our Help in Ages Past,” was sung. 

The following resolutions were offered by the Resolutions Committee: 

We rejoice that after war Peace reigns. Into the most titanic struggle 
of modern times, if not of all times, a struggle shaking civilization to its 
foundations, our country in the fear of God entered — entered that civilization 
be saved, with the door of hope held open to men and nations. 

Today, we remember the splendid heroism of our soldier boys — and 
rejoice in it. From the peace and quiet and safety of the homeland they 
crossed the sea, bearing, their breasts to shot and shell as willing and noble 
sacrifice to bring a better day to all men. 

While rejoicing in the splendid work done by our soldier boys on land 
and on sea, in their courage and devotion, in their glorious contribution for 
successful consummation of the war, we recognize with reverent seriousness 
that but for the favors of Divine Providence the results might likely have 
been otherwise. 

We would remind our people generally of their constant need of help 
from on high, no less in time of peace than of war, and call upon them for 
renewed devotion to the God of the fathers who built this Republic — the 
God revealed to us in the Holy Scriptures and by His Son our Savior. And 
we can but look with grave concern and abhorrence upon a disposition 
already manifesting for turning the Armistice Day Anniversary into one of 
revelry and forgetfulness of God. This day, by every memory, by every 
token, by every sentiment, is a challenge and a call to get close to God in 
glad reconsecration. 

With pride, we see our land lead in national council for disarmament — 
that today in our national capitol, under call and leadership of our President 
Harding, come picked men from the nations to sit down together in serious 
effort to reach good understanding to lift the staggering burdens of war’s 
frightful budget — that nations shall need to learn war no more. 

Resolved, Therefore by the North Alabama Conference, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in session at Birmingham, Ala., Nov. 11, 1921: 

1. That to the representatives of our government in the Conference on 
Limitation of National Armament, we send assurance of most hearty ap- 
proval of the high purposes undertaken; 

2. That we insist that our representatives heed the wide demand for 
real reduction of armament among the great powers and that they take high

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 

We feel that the recommendations made by the Board in its report to 
the last Annual Conference have been carried out and that the schools of 
the Conference have more nearly given their loyal support as a whole; that 
the Standard of Efficiency has been held up in all the schools as an attain- 
ment and that many of our schools have made marvelous advancement in 
both methods of teaching and in results for better teaching. We feel that 
the preachers have been, more than usually, loyal to the field workers. 

The work of the Educational Movement has been the instrument of 
strengthening the individual schools by the means of a concerted action for 
one of the great causes of the church. The call for life service has been 
answered in many young lives b'eing given wholly into the service of the 
Master through the various channels of the Church. The demand for greater 
opportunity for service comes to a large majority of our young people through 
the Sunday School and the need for a larger and better trained worker’s 
program comes to this Board so often. This call has been met as best it 
could through Standard Training Schools, Elementary Workers’ Councils, 
District, Group and Circuit Institutes, and individual touch of the field 
workers. 

On account of the limited funds available, it has been necessary to limit 
the amount of this work, which is so necessary for the training of those who 
are responsible for the development of the young life of our church. 

We are sure that the brethren as a whole appreciate the Sunday schools 
for what they really are, for the great work of bringing the young life into 
a personal knowledge of Jesus Christ, and training them up into His service 
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through the Church. If we are to accomplish this great purpose in a large 
measure we must broaden not only our vision of the possibilities, but we must 
make our plans for support in devotion, in labor, and in finances propor- 
tionately larger. 

If we would only get away from that most unjust practice o^ using the 
Sunday School as a collecting agency for the Church assessments, and would 
exert the same energies towards building better training facilities both in 
the way of equipment and trained forces, we could expect marvelous ad- 
vancement. 

The Board is a unit in its conviction that more emphasis must be placed 
upon the District Organizations, both with reference to the District as a 
whole, and with reference to sub-divisions. We call upon the Presiding 
Elders to allow us to cooperate with them in the work of organizing, and 
getting these organizations to function properly in their several districts. 
We earnestly urge the Presiding Elders, pastors, superintendents and other 
Sunday School leaders to continue to lay the same great stress upon the 
proper observance of Sunday School Day; believing that with a return to 
normalcy we can easily double our receipts from this source. Children's 
Week has become a permanent policy of our General Sunday School Board. 
We rejoice in the success of this movement during the past year and we call 
upon our people to co-operate in this movement to the utmost of their ability, 
believing that such earnest co-operation will result in much good to the cause 
of Christ and his church. Since Children’s Week will come just following 
Sunday School Day we trust that these two occasions may come to be asso- 
ciated together in the minds and hearts of all our people. 

We endorse the work of Rev. W. M. McDonald as Field Secretary and 
recommend that Bishop Cannon appoint him to that work for the next year. 
We heartily commend the work of Mrs. M. M. Hughes, as Conference Elemen- 
tary Superintendent, for the past year. 

The Board realizes fully that it cannot expect even adequate funds for 
the development of the great work under its care, but it is encouraging to 
think that the brethren realize the vital importance of the Sunday School 
Work, and we ask you in your planning for the next year to plan larger and 
better things for your schools; increase your libraries; use ample supplies of 
literature that will give your workers a broader vision, improve and enlarge 
your equipment, be more faithful in the holding of the Workers’ Council, send 
more of your workers to the Training School at Junaluska, and the Training 
Schools held within our own Conference, strengthen the teaching force, pray 
more earnestly, and be more faithful to the reading of the Word.

The Home is occupied by Rev. J. L. Brittain, D. D., and his good 
wife. 

It will be known as the Ruth Brittain Superannuate Home, in honor of 
Brother Brittain’s precious daughter, who has dedicated her life to the work (, 

of Foreign Missions in China. 

We are glad to announce that the Woman’s Missionary Society at Tus- 
cumbia, Florence District, has pledged $500.00 to be used in repairs, furnish- i 

ing, and other work necessary on the Mary Palmer Memorial Superannuate 
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Home at that place. By arrangement of the Executive Committee, that Home 
will be occupied by Rev. G. W. Alley. 

The daughters of Brother and Sister O’Neal, deceased, have moved to 
Birmingham, which leaves our Home at Roanoke, in Roanoke District, to be 
occupied by another claimant. Mrs. T. B. Middlebrooks has removed from 
Ragland, in Talladega District, and the Lila Katheryn Brown Home at that 
place will be occupied by Rev. J. T. Black and family. The Home at Pell 
City will be occupied by Rev. B. M. Bellinger. 

The Z. H. and Louiza Clardy Home at Talladega, in the Talladega Dis- 
trict, by arrangement of the Executive Committee is occupied by Rev. F. A. 
Vann and wife. 

Our T. T. Hillman Home at Ensley, in Bessemer District, is being re- 
paired, and by arrangement of the Executive Committee will be occupied by 
Sister L. M. Brooks and her daughter. We understand that Sister Brooks’ 
daughter has volunteered for some special life’s service from First Church. 

Rev. W. R. Eddins, another Superannuate preacher, and family, by ar- 
rangement of the Executive Committee will occupy the Lydia Pettyjohn Home 
at Powderly in the Bessemer District. 

We appreciate the fact that the Sunday Schools of the Conference col- 
lected $826.25 for Superannuate Homes in honor of Mothers’ Day. We 
respectfully recommend that Mothers Day be continued as the special Sun- 
day for the Sunday Schools of the Conference as far as practicable to make 
voluntary offerings for Superannuate Homes. 

The Executive Committee thought it wise to sell the Sam Turner Home 
at Cottondale and reinvest the funds in other Homes. We recommend also 
the sale of our J. W. Koker Home at Cedar Bluff, and reinvestment of the 
funds in other Homes; 

Mrs. T. B. McCain and Mrs. D. L. Parrish, two consecrated widows of 
deceased preachers, have been called to their reward. Rev. W. T. Andrews, 
full of years, rich in experience and strong in: faith, also Rev. L. F. Parrish, 
one of our most gifted and consecrated preachers, have gone to that “city 
which hath foundation whose builder and maker is God.” 

We have eighty-five Conference claimants on our roll and this great 
movement has at different times assisted fifty families with Homes just- at 
the time they needed it most. 

We have forty Superannuate Homes in the Conference. It is the policy 
of the Board of Trustees to keep the property insured and premiums paid 
to date. 

Our cash receipts aggregate $8,668.75. The Malinda Rowe and Martha 
Rowe Watkins Superannuate Homes Endowment Fund of $1,000.00 is in good 
hands and bears 8% interest. We hold also one Fourth Liberty Loan Govern- 
ment Bond of $500.00 by N. M. Rowe for the above fund. 

Your Executive Committee thinks a very reasonable estimate of the 
approximate value of our Homes is $128,000.00. 

Rev. T. K. Roberts, assisted by his good pastor. Brother Neal, and other 
friends made $500.00 repairs on the Home occupied by him and his good wife 
and mother at Columbiana, Sylacauga District. 

Rev. J. J. Crow has made $72.00 repairs on the Home at Bessemer. 

Mrs. L. E. Timmons has spent $150.00 on the Sunshine Home at Gadsden. 

Mrs. J. D, Ellis $110.00 on the Ellis Memorial at Avondale. Rev. A. J. Chap- 
pell $75.00 on Home at Powderly. Mrs. J. T. Rudisill $60.00 on the Nicholson 
Home at Owenton. Mr. R. S. Munger about $80.00 on the Munger Home 
occupied by Mrs. E. W. Jones at Owenton. Rev. J. W. Syler reports $30.00 
on the Home at Gurley. Rev. J, T. Morris, D. D., reports about $30.00 on the 
Morris-Letsinger Home at Woodlawn. Rev. E. D. Emerson reports about 
$67.00 on the Dr. Tarrant and wife Home at North Birmingham. 

We rejoice in the fact that this great cause is spreading into other con- 
ferences at home and in the foreign lands.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LAY ACTIVITIES 

Resolved, First — That we, the laymen of the North Alabama Conference 
assembled, wish to express our loyalty to, and our faith in our Church, and 
pledge our continued support to its institutions and its policies. We rejoice 
in the measure of success that the Church has achieved, are proud of its 
history and anxious for its future. We pray for the contiunance^ of God’s 
favor upon us as a Church. 

We are concerned for the ministers who bear the burden of the Church, 
performing their duties faithfully, of times under great difficulty. We deplore 
the fact that the average pastor’s salary is inadequate for the support of his 
family, also, we deplore the condition that makes it impossible for many 
charges to obtain the services of a minister at all while many other churches 
have services only once a month. That these conditions so far as possible 
may be relieved, we urge that consecrated laymen all over the conference 
volunteer their services to the presiding elders to conduct religious services 
on our rural charges in the absence of the pastors, and we further urge that 
Christian Education be fostered to the end that our Church may be amply 
supplied with competent ministers. 

Second — In considering the matter of the collection of the Centenary 
pledge, s we direct the attention of the Centenary Commission to the lack of 
an adequate system in providing a sure and effective agency in each Church 
that is responsible for these collections and do not wait until the last minute 
of the time allotted to meet this obligation but rather where desirable, divide 
the payments through the year which we believe will make for larger results. 
We believe that in churches where there are a large number of pledges to be 
collected it would pay the Commission to employ a collector on a small 
percentage basis to look after the collections. We also recommend that the 
Commission allow whatever agency is used a reasonable amount for station- 
ery, printing and postage necessary for the work. 

Third — We endorse the annual report of our Field Secretary, Z. E. Bellah, 
which we make a part of this report. We heartily approve the work of our 
Field Secretary and believe that he has laid the foundation for a great work 
in our Conference. In our judgment the Conference could ill afford to dis- 
pense with the services of the Field Secretary, no matter what the cost, 
but are rejoiced to report that it is possible to continue the work the coming 
year without the expense of the Secretary’s salary. 

We Recommend, First — That the organization of lay activities be ex- 
tended to every church in the Conference as early as possible by the opera- 
tion of the plan of organization. 
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Second — That the budget system, every-member canvass and the weekly 
and monthly plan of collecting the Church's revenue be adopted by every 
church in the Conference, wherever practicable, provided it does not affect 
ministerial support. 

Third — That the laymen participate in the weekly prayer meeting and 
conduct the service when called upon by the pastor. In order that they may 
be prepared to conduct prayer meeting service, we recommend that laymen 
use “The Prayer Meeting” edited by Dr. P. L. Cobb, of the Spiritual Resource 
Department, Nashville, especially prepared for laymen. 

We nominate W. M. Hagood, for re-election as Conference Lay Leader, 
and Z. E. Bellah, for Field Secretary, without compensation, for the coming 
year.

REPORT OF Z. E. BELLAH, CONFERENCE FIELD SECRETARY, 
LAYMEN'S MISSIONARY MOVEMENT 

“Set-Up” Meetings 

I attended all the Centenary and Christian Education meetings, except 
one, during the month of January and made known to the pastors and laymen 
our plans for the year and secured their co-operation. 

A “Set-Up” meeting was held in each of the thirteen presiding elder’s 
districts. 

District Conference 

» 

I attended all district conferences. I mailed to each pastor and charge 
lay leader a copy of the “Plan of Organization for the Board of Lay Acti- 
vities” and followed this up with a personal visit to as many churches as 
possible and assisted in the organization of Board of Lay Activities. There 
are now, so far as I have been able to determine, approximately two hundred 
boards of Lay Activity in the Conference. 

Lectures 

I 

I have delivered during the year a Stewardship lecture to sixty congre- 
gations. I gave myself over to the Christian Education Committee the last 
three weeks of the campaign and was active in the field during that time. 
At every church visited during the year I looked after the intei'est of the 
Centenary at each church. 

I accepted an invitation of Presiding Elder S. T. Slaton of the Gadsden 
District to attend the Steward’s Training School at Gadsden, week of Sep- 
tember 12-17, and conducted a class each morning for forty minutes on 
Church finance, including the organization of the board of stewards, the 
adoption of the budget system, the weekly and monthly plan of raising the 
Church’s revenue and the every member canvass. 

Bureau of Lay Speakers 

I have devoted a considerable portion of my time during the last few 
weeks organizing our laymen for the conducting of religious services on our 
rural charges in the absence of the pastors. We have fifty-seven now en- 
rolled and actively engaged in this sort of service. 

Demonstration Circuits 

I have borrowed from our publishing house in Nashville, samples of 
weelily and monthly envelopes, several samples of books for use of stewards 
in their organization, and am endeavoring with the use of these samples to 
get the stewards to adopt the weekly and monthly plan of collecting the 
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Church’s revenue, the budget system and every member canvass wherever 
I go. I would suggest that arrangements be made with the Mission Board 
to finance this organization by extending a loan until our collection comes 
in, and thus stop the leakage that comes from paying interest on money 
borrowed at the bank. Every dollar of the appropriation is very much needed 
in our work. 

Miscellaneous 

Many minor, yet vital matters in the interest of the movement have 
been attended to, that are too numerous to mention. I have devoted my 
entire time during the year to the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, and while 
the accomplishments would seem almost invisible, it is believed that really 
some good has been accomplished and a very fine foundation has been laid 
for greater accomplishments in' the future. I traveled nine thousand miles 
during the year. More secretaries are needed to accomplish the work that 
ought to be done now.

BOARD ON TEMPERANCE AND SOCIAL SERVICE

In view of the unrest with reference to social, political and general moral 
conditions about us we realize that there is much to be done. We therefore 
submit the following resolutions for your adoption: 
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First — That in view of the relations now existing between the white 
and colored races, we express our conviction that the Church should seriously 
set herself to the task of aiding in the solution of these problems by the appli- 
cation of Christian principles. 

That we ask our pastors to lay this matter on the conscience of our 
people to the end that our relations with the colored people be characterized 
by patience, justice and Christian charity. 

That we pledge our pastors to co-operation with the inter-racial com- 
mission and ask our pastors and our people to co-operate in the formation 
of local groups which shall endeavor to establish better relationsr' between 
the races. 

That we request the Board of Missions, the Sunday School Board and 
the Epworth League Board to include this subject in their programs for con- 
ferences, institutes and study classes. 

That we request these boards to co-operate with this commission in 
calling together groups of leaders among ministers and laymen for confer- 
ence on the subject of inter-relations. 

Second — That we respectfully and earnestly request the Senate of the 
Congress of the United States and especially our senators, representing the 
State of Alabama therein, to adopt the conference report on the anti-beer 
bill now pending and avert from the people of the nation the threatened 
inundation by so-called medicinal beers and wines, to the end that the 
Eighteenth Amendment to the Federal Constitution may be henceforth en- 
forced in the spirit and letter as understood by the people of the forty-five 
states that ratified it and made it a part of the fundamental law of the union. 

And that this resolution be forwarded to our representatives in the House 
and in the Senate.

The appeal that was made by the Presiding Elders to the Board of 
Missions for the disadvantaged sections of our Conference for support for 
pastors who are living on a mere salary of existence, was enough to break 
the heart of any of us but on account of the great shortage of funds we were 
unable to meet the need of these fields. We are asking the pastors and 
laymen throughout our Conference to make special effort this next year to 
make collections more nearly in full than heretofore in order that we may 
give our men in these fields a living wage. 

The Board gives notice of a change in its policy in regard to the pay- 
ment of the appropriations to Mission pastors beginning with the session 
of next Conference.

REPORT NO. 1 OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 



We, the Board of Education of North Alabama Conference, have had 
under consideration reports concerning the Christian Education Movement 
from the General Board of Education and from the Conference Educational 
Secretary, and respectfully offer the following recommendations: 

First — We are gratified at the splendid progress that has been made 
towards the attainment of the five objectives of the Christian Education 
Movement. When all of the conditions are taken into account, we believe 
that what has been accomplished is little short of marvelous. It is a great 
tribute to the faithful service and loyalty of the preachers and people par- 
ticipating. 

Second — We desire to emphasize that the campaign is not closed and 
must not be until the entire quota for this Conference is raised. If our insti- 
tutions needed $33,000,000 a year ago, the Movement has multiplied that need 
by awakening in our people a desire for Christian education. The schools 
of the Church last year turned away 5,000 for lack of facilities; they prob- 
ably have lost much more heavily this year for the same reason. We are, 
therefore, in the midst of an incompleted task. Every charge in Methodism 
has been assigned a definite part in a great co-operative effort of the Church 
to solve its educational problem, and it is hereby declared to be the policy 
of the North Alabama Conference to regard the quotas assigned heretofore 
as the goal to be reached by each charge and district. 

Third — That the Presiding Elders in the first round of Quarterly Con- 
ferences in answer to the question “What is being done for Christian educa- 
tion?” secure accurate reports from pastors and church collectors or directors 
concerning the quota and the amounts already subscribed, and concerning 
the general economic condition in each charge. We further recommend that 
wherever practicable arrangements be made to finish the every-member can- 
vass in churches which have not raised their quotas. The full amount of 
each quota should be subscribed if possible before the General Conference 
of 1922. 

Fourth — That we urge our people to pay promptly their educational 
subscriptions when they fall due, that pastors and presiding elders do what 
they can to secure prompt payment, and that as most subscriptions fall 
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due November 1st, we fix the first week in November as Pay-Up-Week, The 
schools and colleges of our Conference are sorely in need of money, and 
as a means of relief the co-operation of pastor, presiding elder, and people 
is urged in an effort to secure the prompt payment of pledges. 

Fifth — That if Church Collectors in any charge or charges have not been 
appointed, they should be elected at the first Quarterly Conference of the 
ensuing year. 

Sixth — That where the original pledge cards have not been sent to the 
Educational Secretary the pastor arrange to have them sent to him at an 
early date. 

Seventh — That S. L. Dobbs be appointed as Conference Educational Sec- 
retary.

REPORT NO. 2 OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 

The Board of Education is pleased to report that all our schools are in 
prosperous condition and enjoying the impetus given them by the Education 
Movement. Inasmuch as the subscriptions secured for them have not yet 
been realized, we recommend the assessments of last year be continued; 
and that each of the institutions be recommended to the General Board of 
Education for the same classification now had. 

We are pleased at the growth in usefulness of the Flat Rock High School, 
and recommend it to the liberality of our people. 

During the year a new school enterprise known as the Northwest Ala- 
bama High School has been established at Hackelburg. It has an enrollment 
already of eighty-four pupils. We recommend it to the General Board of 
Education for such assistance as that Board may be able to give it; and 
at the request of those in charge of it, that, where practicable, congregations 
so minded make contributions thereto during the month of February, 1922. 

The Educational Loan Fund of the Conference is a valuable aid to 
students who, without its help, would be denied the advantages of an educa- 
tion in our schools. 

During the year a very successful institute was held at Birmingham- 
Southern College, which was largely attended by the under-graduates of the 
Conference who took advantage of the opportunities there afforded for their 
Conference courses of study. 

We desire to go on record as appreciating in the heartiest manner the 
work of Dr. L. C. Branscomb, who in a most trying period of time wrought 
so faithfully and efficiently in behalf of the Christian Education Movement 
as Conference Secretary of Education. We part with him in that capacity 
with regret.

The Board of Church Extension regrets to report to the Conference that 
this year of financial depression and unrest has caused a shortage in the 
collection on Church Extension of $2,500. The amounts asked for this year 
are larger than for several years, yet we find ourselves so handicaped that 
we are not able to meet even half of these requests. We insist that our 
presiding elders and pastors see to it that the assessment on Church Exten- 
sion be raised everywhere possible. No greater need is on the church today. 

We advise our people everywhere to use as far as possible architectual 
plans of the Board. By writing to the Board at Louisville, Ky., they will 
send you their book of plans for churches and parsonages free of charge. 

We insist that our pastors and presiding elders urge the people to ask 
for loans and not for a donation, unless in extreme cases. We have at this 
session of the Conference more donations asked for than we have in quite 
a while, and some of the largest amounts asked for were from places that 
uo not need a donation. 

We have now in our loan fund between $14,000 and $15,000. While eight 
years ago we had none. May God put it into the heart of some one of means 
to give us a donation to this fund that will be a living monument to him 
or her, that will go on blessing the world when they have been translated 
to the Church Triumphant.

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Memoirs 

REV. W. T. ANDREWS 

Was born in Limestone County, Alabama, near the old Cambridge Camp 
Ground, six miles east of Athens, Alabama, September 28, 1838, and laid down 
his armor and passed to his reward June 18, 1921. 

Between these two dates, covering a period of almost eighty-three years, 
was lived a life which was a blessing to the world, and genuine service to 
God and humanity, a life admired by those who knew him, and worthy of 
their emulation, and it might have been said by the fathers and mothers to 
their children, where he was pastor, follow him as he follows his Christ. 

He was the son of David Andrews and his mother’s maiden name was 
Elizabeth Ann Brown. His father died when he was about two years old, 
after which his mother moved to Giles County, Tenn., where he spent his 
childhood and part of his young manhood. He was licensed to preach at 
Elkton, Tenn., in 1856, and was married in November of the same year to 
Miss Eliza Catheren Stevenson, daughter of Rev. James C. and Margaret 
Stevenson. This union was blessed with a family of five sons and one 
daughter; three of the sons are ministers. 

Brother Andrews was for fourteen years a local preacher, and was 
ordained deacon at Athens, Ala., by Bishop Early in 1861, and local elder at 
Gadsden, Ala., in 1870, by Bishop Paine, at which time he was admitted on 
trial into the North Alabama Conference at its first session. 

He entered upon his career as an itinerant minister, not at a time when 
the Conference was composed of small charges and large salaries, but when 
most of the charges covered large areas of territory and the salaries were 
small, it took men of courage and grace to serve the church in those days, 
and especially where they had families to support and educate. 

The charges he served were: 1871, Limestone Circuit; 1872-74, Scotts- 

boro Circuit; 1875, Trianna Circuit; 1876, Madison Circuit; 1877-78, Town 
Creek Circuit; 1879-81, Scottsboro Circuit; 1882, Scottsboro Station; 1883-86, 
Florence Station; 1887-89, Gadsden District; 1890-93, Talladega Station; 
1894-96, Huntsville District; 1897, Decatur Station; 1898-1900, Florence Sta- 
tion; 1901-04, Avondale Station; 1905, Roanoke Station; 1906-07, Fairview Sta- 
tion; at the Conference of 1907, held at Tuscaloosa, he was given the super- 
annuate relation, which relation he sustained until he laid aside his armor 
and went to his reward, and, as had been the case in his active years, he 
was a blessing to the communities in which he lived, loved and honored by 
both pastor and people. 

He was one of the best and most painstaking pastors of his Conference; 
a preacher whose sermons were inspiring and uplifting; as presiding elder, 
he was true to the delicate and important trusts committed to his care, 
loved and honored by pastors and people, and every pastor, as well as the 
charges, in his district could depend on it that in the matter of appoint- 
ments he would do his best to have what he thought was right done by all 
parties, ahd no one ever, so far as I ever heard, accused him of playing 
“politics,” but he always did what he thought was for the good of the King- 
dom, and the building up of the church. 

He was not only a good pastor, preacher and presiding elder, but he 
was also an author. His book, “A Waif A Prince,” ie a book well worth 
reading, entertaining and inspiring, it ought to be in every home, especially 
where there are young people. His other book, “Memorial Sketches,” which 
was largely a labor of love, required a greati deal of labor as well as tedious 
investigation, and is a credit to him and a blessing to his Conference. 

Brother Andrews was a most lovable man, in fact, I doubt whether there 
was any man among us more universally beloved than he. It took no effort 
on your part to love him, his spirit was such that he drew you to him and 
you loved him because he was so lovable that you could not help it. 
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I cannot close this sketch without saying one thing more about his home 
life, for one of the most beautiful things in his noble character, was his 
tender and solicitous devotion to his wife, who was for so many years an 
invalid, no one could go into that home and v/atch him in his gentle tender 
ministries without being impressed, it was more than a mother ministering 
to her helpless babe — but it was just like W. T. Andrews.

LOUIS FLETCHER PARRISH 

Was born in Gwinnett County, Georgia, March 16, 1879, and died in 
Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 5, 1920. He was the son of Rev. David L. and Mrs. 

Cornelia Forrester Parrish. His father is affectionately remembered as an 
honored member for many years of the North Alabama Conference. 

Fletcher Parrish, though Georgia born, was Alabama reared. In our 
midst he grew to manhood. The stamp of North Alabama Methodism was 
upon him. The imprimatur of our shaping, fitting and cultural institutions 
he bore; and honorably so. Soon after the birth-throes of the college at 
Owenton, and in the early struggling years of that institution, he matricu- 
lated and stayed to graduation. Of the augmenting company of splendid 
men coming from that college, he was the first graduate to enter conference. 

Other graduates there are, ahead of him in conference chronology: but they 
were preachers already and conference members while taking college course; 
others there are, who graduated ahead of him: but they entered conference 
after him. He was the first graduate of the “North Alabama Conference 
College” (later Birmingham College) to enter conference, to devote his 
splendid manhood to the itinerant ministry. 

Today, much is heard of the “small college” — of the vast things it must 
undertake to do — things that perhaps may not be so well done by the more 
elaborate and larger college or university. In comparison, the Birmingham 
College of those years was indeed a small college — small in resource, small 
in equipment, small in chance, and maybe small in the men who gave it 
guidance and guarantee. But nonetheless it was large in vision, firm in 
faith, bold in hope, daring in venture, courageous in action, large in poverty, 
bold in the daring to undertake making brick without straw: BUT IT 

MADE THE BRICK. And the measure of such a man as Fletcher Parrish 
is justification of the stupendous task undertaken at Owenton. Out of the 
painfully cramped conditions of those earlier and harder years came Fletcher 
Parrish and men like him — men who will always stand as a challenge and 
a call to those more fortunate students who face more fortunate times, when 
all Alabama Methodism, united, crowns the sun-kissed Heights at Owenton 
with such splendid guarantee. Will the coming product pass the men of 
those days? Can they? 

In school, Fletcher Parrish was not a prodigy. Perhaps he was a plod- 
der. But he hung on, sometimes under stress; but he stayed, and hit the 
line faithfully till graduation. In his college days, he was a good mixer. He 
played the game — played fair and square. The boys all loved him, for he \ 

loved them. 

October 28, 1901, he was married to Miss Mollie Russell of Birmingham. 

He was still a student in college, in his senior year. The marriage was ^ 

happy and helpful. Not only did the girl-wife not get in the way nor hinder: 

she became a positive inspiration and appeal to the best that was in her 

husband; and as a matter of fact, it was after marriage that Fletcher Parrish 

did by far his best work at school. And blessed inspiration she continued 

till he went to heaven. 

April 5, 1902, Brother Parrish was granted license to preach by the 
Birmingham District Conference, Rev. J. D. Simpson, Presiding Elder. He 
graduated in June, 1902; and shortly thereafter, a vacancy occurring in the 
Athens Circuit, he was called by Presiding Elder J. C. Persinger to that 
charge. In November, 1902, at LaFayette, he was admitted on trial into 
the North Alabama Conference. In this conference, faithfully and well he 
served the following charges: Athens Circuit, 1902-4, 2 1-2 years; Hartselle 

Circuit, 1905-8, 4 years; Oxford Station, 1909-10, 2 years; 1911, Jonesboro; 
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Sylacauga, 1912-15, 4 years; Eleventh Avenue, Birmingham, 1916-19, 4 years; 
17 1-2 years. He was ordained deacon by Bishop Wilson at Talladega, 
November, 1904; Elder by Bishop Hendrix at Gadsden, November, 190$. 

Shortly after the Conference session, 1918, our brother fell a victim to 
the dread influenza epidemic, and tubercular trouble resulted. He stuck to 
his post as long as possible. During the year, 1919, it was deemed advisable 
for him to go West to seek restoration. He went; after some months, hoping 
that cure had been effected, he came home and wound up his term happily. 
But it was evident, he had come home prematurely. Accordingly, at the 
end of 1919, he was transferred to New Mexico Conference, and assigned 
pastoral work there. He was not able to hold up during the year. He was 
transferred back to North Alabama, November, 1920; and from our midst was 
transferred to the general assembly of the saints on high. 

After Brother Parrish became a sick man his people at Eleventh Avenue 
stood to him with a beautiful devotion that knew no abatement, so far as 
possible, anticipating his every need, and of their means contributing with 
a liberality measured only by a place to apply it. We hear that it was the 
same way in the New Mexico Conference pastorate. 

From the beginning of his ministry. Brother Parrish threw himself into 
his work with an earnestness and zeal and industry that saw neither waning 
nor flagging till his course was finished. He was a faithful pastor, a popular 
pastor. Genial and companionable was he, by nature and by grace. Much 
store he set by the communion of the saints, and carried good cheer into 
every circle of his pastoral relation. The older people were by him conjured 
to forget their cares and encumbrances; the young people became his parti- 
sans, because of the ardour of his interest in them; and those who in mid- 
life bear life’s load found in him a safe counsellor, congenial friend, and 
inspiring co-worker. As a pastor, he wore well. 

Our brother may have shared with Paul the feeling, “Woe is me if I 
preach not the gospel.” Anyhow, joyous it was to him the privilege of 
preaching. Having himself found the gospel to be the power of God unto 
salvation through faith, unreservedly and. gladly he gave himself to the 
ministry of the Word, that others might become partners in the priceless 
experience. He loved to preach. And his preaching was evangelistic — 
distinctly so; and fruitful. God honored his ministry, and many were 
brought into the kingdom. 

Fletcher Parrish loved life, loved the opportunities given. Ere his prom- 
ising manhood had reached its splendid noon, he is cut down. But he con- 
quered, even as he fell. He rests well, for he lived well. And his works 
do follow him. 

Surviving are the wife and four children: Ruth Elizabeth (Mrs. J. A. 

Duddy), Mildred Cornelia, Louis Fletcher and Frank Russell — and brothers 
and sisters, and friends numbered by his acquaintance. In Elmwood his 
mortal remains rest till the resurrection. In our hearts enshrined, our 
brother lives in blessed memory.

REV. JOHN D. SIMPSON 

Rev. John D. Simpson was born at Bradford, Coosa County, Ala., April 
22nd, 1858. His parents moved to Prattville, Ala., when he was about nine 
years of age. In Prattville he received his. elementary and high school 
training. He gave his heart to God and joined the church when he was 
but a youth. In 1876 he was licenesd to exhort. One year later he was 
given license to preach. A vacancy having occurred on the Clanton and 
Verbena charge during the year 1878, he was appointed by the presiding 
elder to preach to the people of that circuit until conference. It was at the 
conference of 1878 that he was admitted on trial into the Alabama Confer- 
ence. He was appointed to the Rembert Hill work. That year. 1879, he 
was married to Miss Hortense Wilson of Mobile, Alabama. He also served 
in the Alabama Conference the Evergreen and Castleberry Charge. He was 
ordained Deacon by Bishop McTyeire at Pensacola, December, 1880. Two 
years later at Troy, Ala., he was ordained elder. 

The minutes of the North Alabama, Conference show that he was trans- 
ferred to this Conference in 1883. He was given the Wesley Chapel and 
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Pratt Mines Charge which he served for two years. Pratt Mines then being 
made a station at the Conference of 1885 he was appointed to that work. 
His health having become impaired he gave up his charge in the summer 
of 1886 and undertook the management of Hamilton Hall, the dormitory of 
the Southern University. He also took a college course and at the com- 
mencement of 1887 received his degree. He returned to the pastorate in 
December, 1887, and was appointed to Avondale. In 1888 he was made 
presiding elder of the Decatur district, which he served two years. From 
1890 to 1894 he was at Huntsville First Church. December, 1894, he was 
appointed to Tuscaloosa Station. Conference, 1895, he was appointed Presi- 
dent of the Tuscaloosa Female College. He was presiding elder of Tusca- 
loosa district in 1898. November, 1898, he went to Decatur Station. Decem- 
ber, 1900, he came to the Birmingham District. November, 1904, he was 
assigned to the Florence District. November, 1905, he was given Anniston 
First Church. December, 1909, he received Ensley First Church as his work. 
In May, 1910, Dr. McCoy having been made a Bishop, Dr. Simpson was called 
to the presidency of the Birmingham College and the Bishop at the Confer- 
ence of that year appointed him to this arduous and responsible place. 
Here he remained until the Commencement of 1916 when he resigned. In 
the meantime he was twice called upon to carry a double burden. A vacancy 
occurring on the Birmingham District, in the summer of 1911, he served as 
presiding elder until Conference. Again at the Conference of 1915 he was 
given in connection with his work as president the pastorate of the Owenton 
Church. He went to Athens November, 1916. November, 1918, he came to 
Woodlawn First Church. June 18th, 1921, was his crowning day. 

For several days he had been confined to his home with a lame foot. 
On Saturday morning he was ask^ to speak at the funeral service of Rev. 
W. T. Andrews, which was to be conducted Sunday afternoon at the Avon- 
dale Church, and promised to do so. His wife came into the city to get for 
him a slipper that he might wear with comfort at that service. While she 
insisted on staying until Mrs. Simpson returned, but as it was lunch hour 
Dr. Simpson urged the doctor to go to his meal, saying that he was feeling 
fine, and that his wife would be home in a few minutes, so the doctor left. 
Just a little later, when Sister Simpson entered the home, she found her 
beloved husband had ceased to breathe. All alone he had slipped away to 
be with his Lord. The funeral service was held at Woodlawn Methodist 
Church Monday afternoon, June 20th. Every^ seat in the large auditorium 
was taken. People stood in the aisles and about the doors as long as they 
could crowd into the house. L. C. Branscomb, assisted by Dr. Robert Echols, 
had charge of the service. The lessons were read by Rev. B. T. Waites and 
Rev. W. E. Faust. Prayer was made by Dr. S. L. Dobbs. Short addresses 
were given by Dr. B. B. Glasgow, Dr. Robert Echols, Bishop James Cannon 
and L. C. Branscomb. Delegations were present from Athens, Anniston and 
other churches that had been served by Dr. Simpson. The Knights Templars 
gave an escort. The music was furnished by thq Junior Church Choir. The 
body sleeps among the pioneers of Birmingham in Oak Hill Cemetery. 

His two sisters, one brother. Rev. W. K. Simpson, his son, Dr. John 
Simpson, of New York, his daughter, Mrs. Hortense Richardson, of Athens, 
and his devoted wife survive him. 

John Simpson was not a hireling. He was as free from the air and 
spirit of the mere professional as any man living. He was in the work 
because he loved the souls of men and because God had called hin\ to 
shepherd the flock. His big loving heart went out in honest compassion 
to all who were introuble. He loved his people and they loved him. Under 
his spiritual guidance there were transformations of life and character that 
were almost miraculous. 

I have never known a man freer from self seeking than was Brother 
Simpson. He was always glad to see his friends promoted. If in any legiti- 
mate way, without doing an injustice to others, he could aid a friend he 
was glad to do it. But as for pushing himself to the front, he never did it. 
Had he been a little more insistent on what he might have called his rights, 
a little more aggressive in advertising his ability, it is possible the church 
outside of Alabama would have known him as did his brethren. If so, he 
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would have been called to greater honors in the church, for his brethren 
believed that he had all the necessary qualifications for the making of a 
worthy bishop. 

Dr. Simpson was absolutely loyal to Methodism and its economy. It 
mattered not what position was assigned him, he took it without a word and 
gave himself unreservedly to the task. But no one ever heard him complain. 
He took his appointments as from the Lord and left nothing undone to build 
up the Kingdom. 

He was probably the best all-round man in the North Alabama Confer- 
ence. He proved this by doing and doing well nearly everything the church 
has for a man to do. On mission, circuit and station he did the Lord's work 
as if the pastorate was indeed his divine mission. As presiding elder he 
served the Florence, Decatur, Tuscaloosa and Birmingham districts. These 
districts flourished uncer his administration. For years he served as chair- 
man of the Conference Board of Missions. Here he did great good to the 
cause. He also rendered a most valuable service by his work on the Board 
of Education, as a trustee of the Birmingham College and as one of the 
commissioners representing North Alabama in the consolidation of Birming- 
ham College and Southern University. While in Tuscaloosa, he was made 
president of the Tuscaloosa Female College and in that position he inspired 
and trained a host of Christian women whose lives are now a blessing to 
the homes and churches of this Southland. When McCoy was taken from 
the Birmingham College and made a Bishop, Dr. Simpson was chosen as 
president of the school. What a father he became to the young men of that 
institution. No' boy ever came to him desiring to enter that school who was 
turned away. At great sacrifice to himself he would find some plan to put 
and keep him in college. The North Alabama Conference has sent him to 
the General Conference for the last several sessions. His brethren consid- 
ered him the best informed man among them when it came to the laws of 
the church and no man has more worthily represented us in the supreme 
councils of our denomination. 

Dr. Simpson was always and everywhere successful in his work. But 
in no position has he ever done better work than in his Woodlawn pastorate. 
During his two and a half years there he has received hundreds of people 
into the church until the Woodlawn congregation is numerically second only 
to the great First Church of Birmingham. When the Centenary campaign 
came on, his church rallied to his leadership and subscribed thousands of 
dollars more than its quota. When the Education Movement was inaugu- 
rated, the task was more difficult; but Dr. Simpson said, “God will help 
us to do it.” To raise $27,500 under all the conditions facing him was a 
herculean undertaking. But his people so loved him and so loved his Lord 
that they followed him to victory. Some say this heavy burden hastened 
his departure. Possibly so. But he was not the man to shirk duty even if 
the performance of that duty meant death. He had worked and prayed and 
sacrificed too long for Christian Education in Alabama to fail in the supreme 
test. He lived to see his congregation triumph in this glorious task. After 
all it was a good time to go! Heaven and earth unite in saying, “Well done!” 

I shall not invade the holy sanctity of his home with an attempt to say 
what he meant to the noble little woman who through the years has been the 
keeper of his heart and house; nor shall I try to tell what he was as a father 
to his daughter, Hortense; his son, John. His was a Christian home. Christ 
was an abiding guest in his family circle. That home is broken, but it is 
not desolate. The “Unseen Guest” is still there and whispers, “In my 
Father’s House are many mansions,” and the inmates of that home look up 
and the light of that city which hath foundations illuminates the shadow 
and they are comforted.
